Fifteen Bodies. Charred Beyond Recog­ 


nition, Are In the Morgue — Only 


Fifty-three Were Saved. 


Hinghmton, N. Y., July 24.—Atter 
several estim ates had been made as 
to the num ber of lives lost in the fire 
that flattened tile Binghamton cloth­ 
ing factory's plant, the list of probable 
dead was Increased to sixty-five. 
A careful estimate places the num ­ 
ber of those in the building at the 
time the fire started ut 111. 
Of th* se 
only filty-three are known to be saved. 
Six dead have been identified; fifteen 
bodies, charred 
beyond 
recognition, 
are at the morgue; seven injured are 
in the 
hospitals; 
forty-six seveial 
slightly 
in ju red , are 
safe at their 
homes. Sleven have been reported Gy 
relatives as missing, and twenty-six 
others are unaccounted for. 
Mrs. Ida Prentiss who suffered ter­ 
rible burns about tile head, died, and 
Mrs. Mary Benny, another of th e in­ 
jured. is not e x p e c te d to recover. 
City offieials estimate the death toll 
at fifty, but adm it that it may reach 
sixty live. 
Physicians expressed the 
belief that the bodies of several of 
those lost in the center of the building 
would never be found. 
Crowds gathered about tho scene 
of the disaster and silently watched 
the men at work in the debris under 
the direction of Mayor Irving. Charred 
bits of human flesh were picked up 
here and there and a body was recov­ 
ered, burned beyond recognition. 
Mayor Irving will issue a proclama­ 
tion calling upon the citizens of Bing 
bandon for a general observance of a 
day for the funeral of the victims. As 
many of the bodies are unre'ognlzazle 
a public funeral will be conducted by 
the city ami the unknown dead will 
be buried in a plot upon which a shalt 
will be erected. 
The flames spread with lightning- 
like rapidity, and the intensity of the 
heat prevented the firemen from get 
ting within fighting range of the build­ 
ing until rescue was Impossible. 
Women and girls, too weak to go 
further, dropped exhausted on the sin­ 
gle fire escape in the roar 
of 
the 
building and literally roasted to death, 
portions of the bodies dropping iuto 
the street. 
Others jumped and were 
killed. 
•Half a dozen of tilt* panic stricken 
girls rushed Into the elevator, which 
was standing on the fourth floor. 
A 
moment 
later all dropped to their 
death. 
According to the officials of the 
clothing company, all the fire laws 
had been observed. A fund for the sur­ 
vivors has been started.

president and a number of the party 
leaders iu congress were considering 
the repeal of the neutrality proclama­ 
tion so that the rebels, as well as th** 
federals, could obtain arm s and ary 
munition in this country. Conferences 
were in progress, ami it was said that 
many leaders had given their approval 
of the plan.

All farmers and broiders who are 
bro iling horses for commercial pur- 
In*m*s should replace their small m a n s 
with heavier ones 
This must be done 
gradually by adding a few good draft 
mares to the her*! every year and Bell­ 
ing the poorer one* 
Sometimes good 
colts 
may 
be reur**«l 
from 
inferior 
mare* by mating them to a good stal­ 
lion, bot ladler ones always will tie the 
result of the mating of better mare* to 
the saute stallion.

mated at $25,000,000. 


New York, July 24 
The death of 
Anthony N. Brady, which 
occurred 
suddenly in London from an attack of 
angina pectoris was a shock to the 
financier’s friends here, for Mr. Brady 
had sailed from New York only a 
week ago, apaprently in good health. 
Mr. Brady 
was much broken iii 
spirit, 
however, having grieved for 
several 
months 
over the loss 67 a 
daughter and three other relatives who 
were killed in the wreck on the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railroad 
at Westport, Conn., in October, 1912. 
Mr. Brady’s seventy-two years’ ca 
reer was an Interesting one. He was 
born in Lille, France, and came to this 
country with his parents when a child 
of less than five years. At fifteen he 
was obliged to earn his own way In 
th** world. He started as cashier In a 
hotel liar her shop in Albany and end­ 
ed his career as a recognized power in 
the world of finance. 
lie turned to contracting and tie- 
tam e prominent in Democratic pvll- 
tlcs. He became Interested in gas, and 
with others he bought gas plants at 
Troy and Albany and Chicago. 
Tho extent of Mr. Brady’* fortune 
Is not 
announced, hut an eatlniit* 
places it at $25,000,000 and “probably 
more.” 
He is survived by his wid >w, 
Mrs. Marcia Myers Brady, five chil­ 
dren and eleven grandchildren.

When It became evident that he would 
not tie able to put in his oat crop a 
dozen of his grange brethren organized 
a bee and with their team s and Im­ 
plements repaired to his farm, put in 
a ga**! day’s work, and when night 
came seventeen acres bed been plowed 
and sowed to oats. 
Thus was exem­ 
plified the fraternal side of grange 
fife. 
There ere many such ins Is noes 
that do not receive publicity outside 
■ the narrow limits of the local grange 
' circle.

I located. Is almost unlimited. 
Here Is 
a brief record of what a few granges 
have accomplished for their own com­ 
munities: One established a city m ar­ 
ket. where turin produce wus sold di­ 
rect to the consumer to the advantage 
of all concerned. 
Others have estab­ 
lished public comfort rooms In vil­ 
lages, where farmers and their fami­ 
ne# go to do their trading, where they 
may feel ut liberty to go aud rest 
when in town. 
In another place the 
ladles of the grange formed a domestic 
science club for the study of house­ 
hold problems. Other granges appoint 
committees to cooperate with the 
school trustees in making school build­ 
ings and grounds attractive. 
Many 
public drinking fountains in our vil­ 
lages have l>een erected by the local 
grange. 
These instances are simply 
indicative of some of the lines of work 
that the grange is Interesting itself In 
in our rural communities.

Gardner of Massachusetts recommend­ 
ed to the state grange at its last se s­ 
sion that prizes be a warded to tho** 
granges In the stute that reported the 
most efficient community service the 
present year, and the grange heartily 
adopted the recommendation. We hope 
rto see a full rei>ort of what every 
grange In tile Bay State accomplishes 
along this line during the present year.
